Cyclamate Ban 
Eased By Finch 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Step­ 
ping back from what was widely 
interpreted as a near total ban 
on cyclamates, the government 
now says the artificial sweete­ 
ner may be used in clearly la­ 
beled foods and as a sugar sub­ 
stitute in liquid or tablet form. 
Contents (hi Label 
Robert H. Finch, secretary of 
health, education and welfare, 
said Thursday night the sale of 
foods and sugar substitutes con­ 
taining the sweetener will be al­ 
lowed as long as the label shows 
the cyclamate content in an av­ 
erage serving.

Used Narcotics 
Detective Robitaille describ­ 
ed the incident that occurred 
about 9 a m. Thursday, Oct. 30, 
at 714 Ludington St., when a 
third youth, John Carl Broder­ 
sen, 19, dashed through the 
plate glass door while on a 
“bad trip” after using LSD. 
Hojnacki, Scull and Broder­ 
sen had on the Wednesday, Oct. 
29, been in Minneapolis and 
there Brodersen purchased LSD 
and marijuana, 
according to 
Robitaille’* testimony. 
They returned to Escanaba 
and at 714 Ludington St. at 
about 5 a.m. on Thursday all 
three used the LSD, Robitaille 
testified 
that 
Brodersen told 
him. 
Brodersen 
got 
a 
“bad 
trip” out of the “acid” and be­ 
came violent and uncontrollable 
and Hojnacki went to the office 
of the Delta County sheriff and 
then to the police for help short­ 
ly before 9 a.m. 
Hojnacki and police went to 
714 Ludington and as Hojnacki 
knocked on the door “a person 
came flying through the plate 
glass in the door,” Robitaille 
testified. It was Brodersen, who 
was slightly cut by the glass, 
had to be subdued, and was 
taken to St. Francis Hospital 
for treatment. 
‘They Look Clean’ 
Scull and Hojnacki were ask­ 
ed to come to the police station 
for 
questioning, 
they 
there 
signed a consent form which 
permitted police to search the 
lower floor of the building they 
rented, and after the search 


they were arrested for having 
control or possession of m ari­ 
juana. 
The defense questioned Robi­ 
taille at length on whether Ho­ 
jnacki and Scull had been in­ 
formed of their constitutional 
rights and whether they had not 
been detained by police before 
their arrest.

Spectacular Gift 


If you drive from here to Minneapolis via US- 
8, you will be impressed—if not awed—when you 
cross the St. Croix River that slices between 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. When you turn south 
and proceed toward Minneapolis up the steep 
grade from Taylor’s Falls on the Minnesota side, 
be sure to look back (if you’re not the driver). 
What you see must be one of the most spectacu­ 
lar views in all of the Midwest — the St. Croix 
rushing between lugged canyon walls. Not sur­ 
prisingly, a park — Interstate Park — spans 
the river between Taylor’s Falls and St. Croix 
Falls on the Wisconsin side. It is heavily used by 
weekend visitors from the Twin Cities and by 
tourists from throughout the land. 
Now, the Northern States Power Co., which 
owns 29,000 acres along the St. Croix, has an­ 
nounced that it plans to donate 25,000 of those 
acres to the public as part of a plan to develop a 
massive linear park and strip forest stretching 
from near Gordon, Wis., on the St. Croix flowage 
and Lake Namekagon south to St. Croix Falls. 
This would involve 
approximately IOO river 
miles on the St. Croix and 98 river miles on the 
Namekagon. The power company proposes to 
donate 7,000 acres to the federal government, 
13,000 acres to the State of Minnesota and 5,000 
acres to the State of Wisconsin. The 4,000 acres 
the power company retains would be developed 
into lesuire, recreation and commercial support 
facilities consistent with a plan developed by the 
St. Croix Task Force. 
*

The task force was established in June 1968 
under the auspices of the power company. Tile 
plan developed by the task force outlines a sys­ 
tem to preserve the Upper St. Croix River and 
its major tributaries, principally the Nameka­ 
gon, as relatively free-flowing rivers in near 
primitive condition. Four months after estab­ 
lishment of the task force, Congress passed the 
Wild and Scenic Rivers Act. which designated 
the Upper St. Croix and the Namekagon as one 
of eight initial vnld river systems to be pre­ 
served and developed in this country. 
It was logging that made possible the preser­ 
vation of much of the lower river shores in one 
ownership. The loggers needed access and flow­ 
age rights to utilize the rivers and they bought 
and held large tracts until NSP acquired owner­ 
ship as a basis for expanding hydro-electric fa­ 
cilities.

Why was Northern States Power, which 
has held title to the St. Croix River Valley lands 
for nearly 50 years, so willing to turn these lands 
over to public ownership and to work toward 
preservation of the river region as a recreation 
area? Earl Ewald, chairman of the board of 
NSP, gave an explanation. 
“NSP’s stewardship of its St. Croix land 
holdings has become increasingly difficult,” he 
said. “Growing urban population with attendant 
need for recreational opportunities tends to in­ 
crease the problems of wise land use and regu­ 
lation. Tile holding costs of annual taxes and re­ 
tention of a non-productive asset are undesirable 
from the corporate viewpoint. Economic and 
market analyses indicated that selling the land 
for private use in small parcels served neither 
NSP nor community needs.”

Since this long strip of land is destined to 
come under public ownership, it is ecouraging to 
note that the development plan calls for (I) a 
zone concept of utilization and (2) an optimum 
use concept. Both of these concepts have been 
incorporated in the development plan that was 
drafted for the Sylvania Tract in the Ottawa 
National Forest in the Upper Peninsula and both 
represent a sound approach to recreational land 
management. 
Under the zone concept, the St. Croix lands 
would be divided into three zones — a maximum 
preservation zone covering all land paralleling 
the river, a limited 
development 
zone and a 
transition zone (generally of those lands which 
are necessary" to provide support development 
for the users of the first two land tiers). 
The optimum use concept calls for develop­ 
ing apropriate support facilities, such as lodg­ 
ing, food supplies, etc., so as to offer a wide rec­ 
reation base. 
“Today we are priviliged to transfer this 
wilderness to the people of this nation.” Ew'ald 
commented. “It will be theirs to guard as jeal­ 
ously and to use as wisely as those who pre­ 
served it for them.” A grateful public should 
heed those words.

Peninsula Potpourri 
Five Iron County townships and the City of 
Crystal Falls have filed a formal appeal with the 
Michigan Tax Commission regarding the levy­ 
ing of 2.03 mills in county hospital bond retire­ 
ment taxes on the county’s tax rolls. They ask 
a hearing on the basis of what they believe to 
be irregular and improper procedure. The Iron 
County Board of Supervisors in Octol>er voted

ty which did not include the bond millage. Since 
that meeting, the minutes of the session have 
been altered to include a “revised” tax resolu­ 
tion which, in contrast to that which was actual­ 
ly passed on Oct. 13, calls for the 2.03 mills for 
hospital bond retirement purposes. The appeal 
to the State Tax Commis^*’'rn by the six asses­ 
sing officers protests t. e irregularities in the 
certification procedure and maintains that, since 
the bonds have not yet been sold, no obligation 
exists to spread the millage.

WASHINGTON (AP) - High­ 
er prices for cars and houses 
were major factors in a four- 
tenths of one per cent rise in liv­ 
ing costs last month that contin­ 
ued the nation’s sharpest infla­ 
tion in some 20 years, the gov­ 
ernment said today. 
However. Americans 
got a 
break at the grocery store in 
October when food prices de­ 
clined six-tenths of one per cent, 
notably for meat and vegeta­ 
bles. 
The over-all rise in living 
costs brought the Labor Depart­ 
ment’s consumer price index to 
129.8. This means it cost $12.98 
last month for every $10 worth 
of food, housing, clothing, trans­ 
portation and medical care in 
the 1957-59 period on which the 
index is based. 
At the same time, the Bureau 


of Labor Statistics reported that 
average pay of some 45 million 
rank and file workers declined 
86 cents a week to $116.94 be­ 
cause of a substantial cut in the 
work week.
